BAGHDAD, IRAQI In a daring escape, American 
hostage Thomas Hamill pried open the doors of 
the house where he was being held late Sunday 
morning and ran a half-mile to a military con- 
voy that was passing by, officials said. 

Meanwhile, 11 soldiers were killed in sep- 
arate attacks, the military said, raising the 
U.S. death toll to 151 since a wave of violence 
began April 1. At least 753 U.S. troops have 
died in Iraq since the war began in March 
2003. 

Hamill, 43, identi- 
fied himself to the U.S. 
soldiers, then led them 
back to his Iraqi captors, 
two of whom were cap- 
tured. A truck driver for a 
Halliburton Corp. subsid- 
iary, Hamill escaped more 
than three weeks after being abducted on 
April 9 by gunmen who blasted his convoy 
on the outskirts of Baghdad. An American 
soldier captured in the same attack remains 
missing, and at least four of Hamill’s co-work- 
ers were killed. 

Hamill had not been heard from since 
the day after the attack, when his kidnappers 
released a video of him standing in front of an 
Iraqi flag and threatened to kill him within 12 
hours unless the United States ended its siege 
of Fallujah. His escape came two days after 
Marines started pulling back from Fallujah 
under a new agreement ending their assault 
on the insurgent stronghold, lee keath (ap)

Probe Finds Abuse Not Widespread 


Military review into treatment of Iraqis ongoing 


WASHINGTON I A high-level Army 
investigation of prisoner interroga- 
tion techniques in Iraq has found 
no evidence that abuse by U.S. mili- 
tary police or intelligence officers is 
widespread, officials said Sunday. 

The review continues, however, 
and the Army has not determined 
whether all six soldiers charged with 
abusing Iraqi prisoners will face a 
military trial. 

The investigation is looking at 
interrogation methods in Iraq. It is 
not a criminal investigation of the 
cases that occurred last fall involving 


the Army Reserve’s 372nd Military 
Police Company, officials said. 

Among the most pressing 
questions is the extent of prisoner 
abuse and whether it is condoned or 
encouraged by U.S. military or civil- 
ian intelligence officials who have 
overseen the interrogations. 

Brig. Gen. Janis Karpinski, the 
Army Reserve commander who 
oversaw the prison system until 
recently, said in weekend inter- 
views with the New York Times 
and Washington Post that she 
knew nothing of the alleged abuse 


until it was reported. 

Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights group, 
said it has uncovered a “pattern of 
torture” of Iraqi prisoners by coali- 
tion troops and called for an inde- 
pendent investigation. 

Gen. Richard Myers, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told ABC’s 
“This Week” that it was clear from 
the investigation under way that 
abuse is not widespread. 

The focus of the investigation has 
been the Abu Ghraib prison west of 
Baghdad, but Myers said the investi- 
gation is looking at prisons through- 
out Iraq, robert burns (ap)

Fed Prepares for 
Rate Increases 

WASHINGTON I A replay of 1994? 
That’s one question facing Federal 
Reserve policy-makers when they 
meet Tuesday and try to determine 
how an economy accustomed to 
super-low interest rates will react 
to rising rates. 

A decade ago, shock waves from 
rate increases contributed to finan- 
cial disasters in Mexico, Orange 
County, Calif., and elsewhere. 

Analysts do not expect that Fed 
Chairman Alan Greenspan and his 
colleagues will start raising rates this 
week. Many expect the central bank 
will start preparing the country for 
higher rates. 

The federal funds rate has been 
1 percent, a 46 -year low, since June 
and has not climbed above 2 percent 
for more than two years, (ap)

WASHINGTON! John Kerry is sharply 
expanding his campaign advertising 
with a $25 million buy this month 
that exceeds the total he has spent 
on television commercials since 
wrapping up the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

The new ad campaign featur- 


ing his biography and platform 
includes substantial ventures 
into Republican-leaning states 
Louisiana and Colorado, accord- 
ing to Democratic sources famil- 
iar with the buy. 

The buy for ads running from 
Sunday through May 27 is the sin- 
gle-largest purchase of airtime 
yet this year by either presidential 
campaign. 

However, President Bush spent 
almost double that in multiple buys in 


March, his first month on the air. 

Bush has poured more than $60 
million into TV and radio ads since 
early March, compared to $17 mil- 
lion for Kerry during the same time 
period. At the same time, however, 
liberal interest groups spent at least 
$30 million on anti-Bush ads. 

A Kerry campaign spokeswoman 
declined to comment Sunday, but 
she confirmed that a major launch 
of biographical ads is coming soon.

Study Links Obesity, 
Bullying in Adolescents 


CHICAGO I Overweight adolescents 
are more likely than normal-weight 
children to be victims and perpe- 
trators of bullying, a study found, 
bolstering evidence that being fat 
endangers both emotional and physi- 
cal health. 

The results in a study of 5,749 
Canadian youngsters echo data 
from British research and follow 
a U.S. study published last year in 
which obese children rated their 
quality of life as low as young can- 


cer patients’ because of teasing and 
weight-related health problems. 

Although not surprising, the new 
findings underscore the importance 
of enlisting teachers and schools in 
the fight to prevent and treat obe- 
sity in children, said lead author 
Ian Janssen, an obesity researcher 
at Queens University in Kingston, 
Ontario.

Violence hits country 
even as Marines pull 
back from Fallujah 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Eleven U.S. troops 
were killed in attacks across Iraq, 
including a mortar barrage Sunday 
in which six Americans died and 30 
others were wounded. 

The attacks brought the U.S. 
death toll to 151 since a wave of vio- 
lence began on April 1. At least 753 
U.S. troops have died in Iraq since 
the war began in March 2003. 

The deadliest incident came 
Sunday afternoon when a barrage 
of mortars hit a U.S. base near the 
city of Ramadi, 60 miles west of the 
capital. Six service members were 
killed and 30 others were wounded, 
the military said. 

An attack in Baghdad killed two 
other soldiers, the military said. And 
one U.S. soldier was killed Sunday 
when insurgents set off bombs and 
opened fire on a coalition base near 
the northern city of Kirkuk, the U.S. 
military said. 

Overnight, Shiite militiamen 
attacked a U.S. convoy with small 
arms fire and rocket-propelled 
grenades near the southern city 
of Amarah, 180 miles south of 
Baghdad. Two soldiers were killed, 
the military said. 

The violence came as U.S. 
Marines continued to pull back from 
Fallujah. Marines have completely 


WASHINGTON I A former general 
from Saddam Hussein’s Republican 
Guard has not been given com- 
mand of an Iraqi force that entered 
Fallujah after Marines ended a 
three -week siege, the U.S. mili- 
tary chief said Sunday. 

Gen. Richard Myers said news 
media were “very, very inaccurate” 
in their reporting about Maj. Gen. 
Jassim Mohammed Saleh, who was 
said to have had a major role in orga- 
nizing the “Fallujah Brigade.” 

Myers, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said officials in 
Baghdad were checking into Saleh’s 
background. “They’re going to have 
to find an appropriate role, if a role 


handed over the southern side of the 
city to the new “Fallujah Brigade,” 
a force made up of former soldiers 
from Saddam Hussein’s army. 

The Marines handed their posi- 
tions over under a surprise deal 
announced Thursday, after the 
United States came under pres- 
sure to find a peaceful solution. 

U.S. commanders say the 
Fallujah Brigade will crack down 
on guerrillas in the city. But many 
residents cheered the Marines pull- 
back as a victory. Masked gunmen 
moved freely in the streets. Some 
even stood next to Iraqi policemen, 
witnesses said, lee keath (ap)

Israelis Say No to 
Settlement Plan 


Likud rejects Sharons 
plan to remove settlers 
from Gaza, West Bank 

JERUSALEM I Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon’s Likud Party soundly reject- 
ed his plan to pull out of the Gaza 
Strip and parts of the West Bank 
in a referendum Sunday, an embar- 
rassing defeat for the premier. 

The result, based on media polls, 
left the future of Sharon’s “unilat- 
eral disengagement” from the 
Palestinians in doubt. The outcome 
could precipitate apolitical crisis — a 
Cabinet reshuffle, a split within the 
party or even early elections. 

Sharon said he respected the 
results but would not resign. 

The premier also suggested he 
would push ahead with his plan to 
evacuate Gaza’s 21 settlements and 
four small West Bank settlements, 


which he says is vital to reducing the 
violence with the Palestinians. 

The United States and European 
Union welcomed Sharon’s plan, 
which would be the first time Israel 
has uprooted settlements in Gaza 
and the West Bank, areas it captured 
during the 1967 Mideast war. 

Palestinians greeted the plan 
with suspicion, worried that Israel 
was trying to cement its hold over 
much of the West Bank. 

Though security was intensified 
for the vote, Palestinian gunmen in 
Gaza killed a pregnant settler and 
her four young daughters as they 
headed into Israel. 

Israel retaliated with an airstrike 
on a Gaza radio station affiliated 
with the militant Hamas group, 
injuring seven Palestinians, and 
with another strike on a car full of 
militants in the West Bank city of

Suspect in Serbian’s Death Surrenders 


BELGRADE, SERBIA- MONTENEGRO I 

A notorious paramilitary leader sus- 
pected of masterminding last year’s 
assassination of Serbia’s reformist 
prime minister surrendered to police 
Sunday, the interior minister said. 

Milorad Lukovic surrendered 
in Belgrade, Dragan Jocic said. He 
had been on the run since March 
12, 2003, when Zoran Djindjic was 
gunned down in Belgrade. 

Lukovic, who led a dreaded para- 


military unit during the 1990s wars 
in Croatia, Bosnia and Kosovo, is 
the No. 1 suspect in the slaying. He 
has been tried in absentia. 

Lukovic’s paramilitary unit was 
loyal to then-President Slobodan 
Milosevic, who is on trial at the U.N. 
war crimes tribunal. Djindjic mas- 
terminded Milosevic’s ouster, and

Westerners departing 
after deadly rampage 
at oil company’s office 

YANBU, SAUDI ARABIA I American 
and European families packed their 
bags Sunday after a deadly attack on 
foreigners, and traumatized Saudi 
children told how attackers sum- 
moned them to watch them drag a 
victim’s body through the streets. 

The four attackers were brothers 
and Saudis, a security official said. 
Three of them worked for Houston- 
based oil contractor ABB -Lummus. 
They reportedly used their keys to 
enter the ABB building Saturday 
morning, then opened fire. They 
killed two Americans, two Britons, 
an Australian and a Saudi. 

The four men then tied the body 


of one of their victims to the bumper 
of a car and went to the Ibn Hayyan 
Secondary Boys School. Students 
said Sunday that the attackers drove 
into the parking lot and fired into 
the air to attract their attention. 

“I have been having nightmares,” 
said one student who gave only his 
first name, Rayyan. “This thing has 
changed my life forever.” 

Police killed the four gunmen in 
a shootout after a car chase. One of 
the attackers was reported to be on 
the kingdom’s list of most-wanted 
terrorists, and DNA tests were being 
conducted to confirm that. 

Saudi troops deployed Sunday to 
guard foreigners’ houses and offic- 
es. The more than 100 employees of 
ABB -Lummus in Yanbu all decid- 
ed to leave within days, a company

4 Afghan Police

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Pandas Fail to Mate, Again

Despite Tian Tians 
efforts, Mei Xiang is 
not pregnant, zoo says 

WASHINGTON I National Zoo offi- 
cials said Sunday they do not believe 
there will be a pregnant panda this 
year at the animal park. 

“It looks as though Tian Tian 
and Mei Xiang did not breed this 
year,” said assistant Curator Lisa 
Stevens. According to zoo officials, 
the pair had tried to mate several 
times since Friday. 

“Tian Tian gets an A’ for effort, 
but I have to say he gets an ‘F’ for 
technical merit,” said Stevens. 
“He did not make the connection 
we were all hoping for.” 

By late Sunday, zoo officials 
believed Mei Xiang was no longer 
in heat. Pandas only come into 
heat once a year, and the female 
is receptive to her male compan- 
ion’s advances for only two or 
three days. 

This is the third year the 
5 -year- old female and 6 -year- old 


male have tried to breed. A pan- 
da’s prime breeding age is between 
5 and 8 years old. 

Stevens said if the panda pair are 
unsuccessful again next spring, the 
zoo will look at other fertility options, 
such as artificial insemination. 


The last time the National Zoo 
had a pregnant panda was 1989- The 
zoo’s previous panda pair — Ling 
Ling and Hsing Hsing — bred suc- 
cessfully four times and produced 
five cubs, but none lived longer than 
a few days, (ap)

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An Absence of Snakeheads 


Crews wrap up search 
for more destructive 
fish in Wheaton pond 

WHEATON, MD. I Maryland officials 
expected Sunday to finish draining 
the Wheaton pond where a northern 
snakehead fish was found nearly a 
week earlier. 

Crews hadn’t found additional 
northern snakeheads, a destructive 
Asian species that devours other fish 
and can live out of water for extend- 
ed periods, said Doug Redmond, 
a natural resources specialist with 
the Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. 

About 1,500 fish had been 


scooped from the lake, Redmond 
said. The water from Pine Lake was 
being pumped into Sligo Creek. 

“We’ve got lots of other fish, but 
no snakeheads, which is good news,” 
Redmond said Sunday. 

Officials closed the 5 -acre pond 
in Wheaton Regional Park andbegan 
draining it after a fisherman snagged 
a northern snakehead. Montgomery 
County park officials suspect the 19 - 
inch fish caught by a fisherman was 
the only one in the pond. 

The lake was expected to be 
closed to fishing for about three 
weeks. State officials estimated 
it would take about a week for a 
stream to fill the pond. 

Environmental officials were 


taking some of the fish from the 
drained pond to hatcheries and 
putting others in various lakes 
and ponds. Redmond said offi- 
cials were closely monitoring the 
draining operations and expected 
no environmental problems. 

Montgomery County Executive 
Doug Duncan has declared posses- 
sion, sale and distribution of the 
destructive Asian species illegal 
in the county. 

In 2000, snakeheads infested a 
Crofton pond, spawning hundreds 
of juveniles. Largely as a result of 
the Crofton discovery, at least 20 
other states have imposed a ban 
on the sale, ownership or release 
of snakeheads. (ap)

On ‘Deadwood,’ sepia tones and economics 


T E L E V l S 1 0 N I It’s a truism that cable 
TV brought about a sea change in 
screen storytelling; the odd part is 
that film hasn’t really caught up. 
Cable shows re-invent big- screen 
genres while major- studio films 
subsist on a meager diet of teen 
comedies, formulaic romances 
and action pictures. 


Cable’s range may have reached 
its apotheosis in “Deadwood,” HBO’s 
grungy, riveting slice of frontier life 
that puts the defibrillator clamps to 
the Western and shouts, “Clear!” 

The natural cable-TV take on the 
Western is to amp up the violence, 
the sex and the nastiness — or it 
would have been if Sam Peckinpah 


hadn’t turned the genre into a ’70s 
haze of lawless bloodletting and bro- 
kenhearted payback. “Deadwood” 
creator David Milch instead plunks 
the literally lawless town — there is 
no sheriff, and even the white hats 
like it that way — into a post-Enron 
America, where the economic model 
of allegiances holds, and the busi- 
ness of vengeance is business. 

Milch centers the story on entre- 


preneurs Seth Bullock (Timothy 
Olyphant) and Sol Starr (John 
Hawkes), who roll into town to 
set up a dry-goods business. Why 
they want to turn an honest penny 
in a crazy place is a question local 
saloonkeeper and petty tyrant A1 
Swearingen (Ian McShane) would 
very much like answered. 

Swearingen is the psychologi- 
cal center of the series. Bedeviled 
by a competitor (Powers Boothe), 
irked by lousy land deals and trying 
to control his ratty band of (semi)- 
loyalists and torn- down hookers, 
he’s a CEO watching his company 
unravel and finding that a law or 
two may have come in handy when 
laissez-faire economics start to work 
for other guys. 

The show’s pace allows a feeling 
of proprietary interest to grow in the 
viewer. No two-hour film would give 
us time to be appalled by the creep- 
ing devastation of smallpox or watch 
with glee when a callow toff negoti- 
ates stupidly for a gold claim and just 
as stupidly loses his life, leaving his 
laudanum-addict wife (Molly Parker) 
at Swearingen’s mercy. 

Milch’s vision of the wild West 
does TV viewers the honor of adapt- 
ing the legends of the time (Wild 
Bill Hickock expiring over a dead- 
man’s hand) to our understanding of 
unbridled corporate bloodlust, and 
throwing the little guys, Seth and 
Sol, into the blade -whirling center. 
How far above the fray Seth and 
Sol remain is an open question; 
cheaters can check the history 
books, but fans of hypnotic enter- 
tainment can just turn on their TVs.

It might 
have been a tragically beautiful song 
if Pagnotta’s pain wasn’t as half- 
hearted as a stereotypical resident 
of the state in which it’s set. 

The record’s forgettable 40 min- 
utes end with the tear-smudged 
postcard “Sign Off,” a modern- 
day equivalent to Kiss’s “Beth.”

Is Google like a dotcom or like 
America Online? 

Google bears little resemblance 
to AOL, which rose to fame selling 
Internet access. Google is more of a 
dotcom. It’s the quintessential new- 
media company, in my opinion — a 
cross between the media business 
(advertising) and a software com- 
pany (its search engine.) 

Are you biased for Google? 

No, I don’t consider myself biased 
for Google. If anything, I would cau- 
tion investors not to rush into this 
auction thinking they will make 
money on Google stock. I actually 
believe we in the media have hyped 
Google to ridiculous levels. 

How do you think the online stock 
auction will affect Google’s public 
stock price? 

Conventional wisdom says the 
online auction should push up the 
initial offering price, since more 
people will have access to those 
shares. It’s supply and demand. 

What are the odds of the little guy 
being able to get Google shares in 
the initial public offering? 

Little guys will have a much 
better shot at getting Google IPO 
shares than IPO shares of other 
companies. That’s a key feature of 
this auction. That said, the kinks 
are still being ironed out. 

I’ve read that Silicon Valley types 
believe this will completely revive 
the technology economy. 

I strongly disagree. The idea 
that Google’s IPO could create a 
“big bang” effect and pump up 
Silicon Valley’s economy in the way
